REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS —

~ To the: superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Porter: 


I hereby present for your consideration my’ annual 
report aS your superintendent of schools. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

A very important change in our elementary school 
program was the pooling of the teaching and building 
resources of Porter with those of Parsonsfield so that 
it would be possible to assign one grade to a teacher in 
the Kezar Falls area. | | 

The staff for the Porter section of the Kezar Falls 
Elementary School Union was assigned, with Mrs. May 
Stanley, teacher for the sub-primary, Mrs. Bernice Hu- 
ber, the first grade, Mrs. Charlotte Syphers, the second 
grade, and Mrs: Mary Gibbs, the third grade and princi- 
pal, Mrs. Edith Cartland, fifth grade at the Milliken 
school, Mrs Beryl Westcott, the eighth grade at the 
high school. Mrs. Stanley resigned in October and was 
replaced by Mrs. Patricia Murchie from the Milliken 
school. Mrs. Retha Seelye returned to the Porter Village 
school. 

A Kezar Falls Parent-Teacher Association was 
formed to cover the area served by the Kezar Falls Ele- 
mentary School Union. Under their able direction a very 
suecessful lunch program was started at the beginning 
of the winter term. It is believed that it will result in 
improved work and better health. | 

Miss Villa Hayden, elementary supervisor from the 
State Department of Education visited the elementary 
schools. Conferences were held with éach teacher about 
methods of improving the instruction in reading, music 
and art. | 
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A free lighting survey was made by Mr. McFarland, 
of the Central Maine Power Company. He recommended 
as a first step in improving the lighting conditions that 
each room be painted with a light-reflecting, non-glare 
paint. 

The State law directs that the costs of the Kezar Falls 
Elementary School Union be shared on a pro-rata basis. 
The director of finance has indicated that pro-rating 
would be fairly done if it were figured on the basis of 
aggregate attendance. He also stated that the final bal- 
ancing of the accounts should be done at the end of the 
school year in June. The present status of this account 
is Shown in the table contained in this report. 

Extensive repairs should be made on the Primary 
building. Insulation of the walls and the attic with fire 
resistant material would make it possible to heat the 
building with a substantial reduction in fuel costs, as 
well as make the building more fire resistant. Fire ex- 
tinguishers should be installed without delay. 


The open condition of the playground has caused 
worry among the parents of the children attending this 
school. A link fence with a service entrance and a front 
gate would greatly reduce this hazard. In spite of the 
excellent supervision by the teachers, children some- 
times forget about traffic and dash into the streets. 


A traffic patrol has been established, Mrs. Westcott 
being in charge of the Porter section. It regulates the 
traffic of the children only. Through the cooperation of 
the selectmen, safety lanes were painted on the road at | 
points where the children should cross. The white belts 
and badges were furnished free by the Maine Automo- 
bile Association of Portland. The State Police made the 
analysis and gave very valuable suggestions for the 
location of traffic crossings and lanes. 

Through the cooperation, and under the leadership 
of the Kezar Falls Kiwanis Club, a basketball league has 
been organized. The boys of the upper grammar grades 
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of Kezar Falls, Cornish and Hiram are entered. A suit- 
able trophy is to be awarded to the champion team. This 
activity will not only provide more experienced players 
for the high school teams, but will give wholesome rec- 
reation to the boys at the time when it is most needed. 

‘Miss Patricia Goodwin, of Porter, volunteered to con- 
duct physical education classes for the pupils in the 
Kezar Falls Elementary School Union. A great deal of 
benefit was derived from her able leadership and wise 
selection of activities. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

There has been one change in the faculty of the high 
school this year. Mrs. Olive Seavey has replaced Mrs. 
Shirley Levine as teacher of English. Mr. Richard Gray 
continues to serve as teacher, coach and principal. Mrs. 
Doris Locke continues to serve as teacher of languages. 

A recent survey of the schools in five of the six towns 
in the school union, shows that there are 333 students 
in grades 7-12 inclusive. Porter was one of the towns 
studied in this survey. If these students were brought 
together in one building for which the resources of 
these five towns were pooled, a much broader and more 
thorough high school education could be offered. 

If the people of Porter are interested in joining a 
group of nearby interested towns, the first step could 
be the formation of a committee with the authority to 
work with other nearby, interested towns. Such a com- 
mittee could not bind the town to any agreement with- 
out specific permission being voted by the town in a 
town meeting. At the present time legislation is being 
considered by the State Legislature to permit towns to 
group themselves together for building area high 
schools. 

The Porter schools have been registered in the ‘‘No 
School Radio Signal System” at radio stations WCSH 
and WPOR in Portland. All pupils have been given slips 
giving the time of the announcements and the dial set- 
tings for these stations. 
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Through the courtesy of the Management of the 
Kezar Falls Woolen Company, the siren will be sounded 
at 7:15 A. M. when there is no school in both elementary 
school and high school in the Kezar Falls area. When 
the siren sounds at 7:30 A. M., there will be no school 
in the elementary school only. Eighth grade pupils are 
considered a part of the high school for the purpose of 
this signal. Pupils outside of the Kezar Falls area will 
be notified. by radio announcement. 

In order to even the financial strain on the town, a 
rotating repair schedule should be set up for each 
building. The practice of doing a part of the mainte- 
nance on a building each year prevents minor repairs 
from growing into major repairs. It also prevents the 
repairs from accumulating into a financial burden in 
any one year. 

The interior of the high school building is rapidly 
approaching the point where many of the rooms will 
need immediate repairs. To even the financial strain, the 
main room should have the walls and ceiling repaired 
and painted with a light-reflecting, non-glare paint. 

Fire extinguishers should be installed in the fire room 
and on the first floor. 


The following budget is requested by your Superin- 
tending School Committee for the coming year:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE, 1946 


= 


Since 1920 the Division of Public Health Nursing has 
been an activity of the State Bureau of Health. In 1920 
one nurse covered the entire state; today a complete 
staff includes 42 nurses and 6 supervisors working in 
_ the six districts into which the State is divided. 


District I is composed of York and Cumberiand 
Counties plus five towns of Oxford, with an estimated 
population of 260,577. There are five public health 
nurses and one supervisor carrying on a generalized 
nursing program under the medical direction of the 
District Health Officer. The nursing time allocated to a 
specific town depends upon the appropriation and the 
community’s needs. 


The present concept of public health nursing as 
carried on in Porter, rather than restricting the nurse’s 
activity to care of the sick in their homes, stresses pre- 
vention of disease and promotion of health by helping 
the community to analyze the health problems of in- 
dividuals and families. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held during 
the summer. Forty-eight attended, twelve were vaccin- 
ated, seven received protection against diphtheria, and 
fifteen against whooping cough. At the June conference, 
the nutrition consultant from the State Bureau of 
Health was in attendance and in July a dental hygienist 
was present to examine and give advice reganine 
mouth health. 

Home visits have been made to give supervision to 
expectant mothers, infants, pre-school children, school 
children, and crippled children. 


In April, 125 school children received hearing tests. 
In‘ May, 17 school children received physical examina- © 
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tions. Those examined were children referred by teach- 


ers, new admissions and all the children in Porter Vill- 
age school. 


In order to help the parents, superintendents of 
schools, and teachers to better understand the problems 
of some of the school children, Dr. Margaret Simpson, 
Director of Mental Health, State Bureau of Health, 
visited in October. 


An open meeting at the town hall was held in April 
at which Miss Isabel Patterson, Nutrition Consultant, 
was the speaker. A film was also shown. 

Your Health Council comprising representatives of 
various groups and other interested individuals, spon- 
sors the Public Health Nursing program. It is the aim 
of the Council to assist in interpreting the program to 
the community in order to have it adequately supported 
and used to help in maintaining a high standard of ser- 
vice. They have given advisory service to the nurse 
and have supplied volunteer service for the health ac- 
tivities. Regular meetings have been held to make plans 
for the community. 

It is to be hoped that through cooperative efforts of 
citizens, Council, and public health nurse the health 
program will expand to meet the needs of the commun- 
ity.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the superintending School Committee and Citizens 
or, Potter: 

I hereby present for your consideration my annual 
report as your superintendent of schools. 

| ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 

Three changes. were made in the teacher staff of the 
elementary schools. Mrs. Charlotte Syphers was elected 
as teaching principal of the Primary school in place of 
Mrs. Mary Gibbs, who resigned in June, as principal and 
teacher of the third grade. Mrs. Betty Chapman, a grad- 
uate of the four year course at Gorham State Teachers’ 
College, was elected to teach the third grade. Mrs. Irene 
Welch, a graduate of the two year course at Gorham 
State Teachers’ College, was elected to teach grade one 
in place of Mrs. Bernice Huber, who resigned in June. 
Mrs. Evelyn Stacy, a graduate of the three year course 
at Gorham State Teachers’ College, was elected to teach 
the sub-primary grade in place of Mrs. Patricia Murchie, 
who resigned in June. Mrs. Retha Seelye returned to 
the Porter Village school. 

When Keezar halls Pl. »pAy conumuesstos Openatetian 
excellent school lunch program. The “B” type of meal, 
one hot dish with milk is served. Mr. and Mrs. Williams 
cook the meals in the Hotel Malvern kitchen for a very 
small charge. The hot food is transported from the 
kitchen directly to the schools and is served to the 
children with the least possible delay. 

The Stanford achievement tests .were administered - 
again. These tests indicate the amount of achievement 
each child has made to date, as well as the improvement 
he has made during the past year. These tests make it 
possible for a teacher to plan her instruction more ef- 
fectively and make more adequate provision for the indi- 
vidual differences of each child. 
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A very successful Music Festival was conducted last 
spring under the able direction of Mrs. Carpenter, our 
music supervisor and our elementary teachers. It is 
gratifying to see the people and school children of those 
parts of the three towns which comprise the Corpora- 
tion area, working together to produce such a fine musi- 
cal offering. The Porter Primary school presented an 
excellent Christmas entertainment. 


The fence around the Primary school was completed 
this fall. A twenty foot service gate at the rear, and two 
hinged panels and a gate at the front of the building 
make it possible to plow the snow off the walk, and the 
entrance paths, for fire protection. 


Additional fire extinguishers: were installed in all 
buildings. These extinguishers are designed for use 
against oil, electrical, wood and paper fires. 

Walter Carpenter, our able bus driver-janitor, painted 
the boys’ toilet rooms in a light battleship gray color 
and has nearly completed a very convenient supply 
closet in the primary school. ; 

On January 19, the well-worn Chevrolet bus was re- 
placed with a new 60 pupil passenger school bus. The 
new bus has a Superior body upon a Dodge two and one- 
half ton chassis. The use of a bus this size has eliminated 
the need of making an extra trip to Porter Village, which 
cuts seventeen miles a day from the distance formerly 
travelled. 

The elementary school budget requested includes the 
money needed to pay the interest on the bus notes plus 
one unit of the principal. Under this arrangement the 
bus will be paid for in six years instead of five because 
of the lag between the time the State subsidy begins and 
the time the town starts its payments. 

Among the repairs and renovations for the coming 
year is the insulation of the walls and the cap of the 
Porter Primary school. Although some insulating ma- 
terials has been applied already on the cap, the estimators 


f 
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from all companies who have quoted a price for this 
building recommend that the additional material be 
applied to the cap, if the maximum possible benefit is 
desired. The sub-primary room in the Primary building 
should be painted if we are to keep our repairs on a 
rotating basis. The shades in this room are badly worn 


“and should be replaced with double roller curtains. The 


six folding chairs now used in this room should be 
replaced by straight back chairs in order to avoid acci- 
dents which sometimes result, when small children for- 
get that they are using a folding chair. Two lavatories 
complete with drinking fountains were installed on the 
ground floor of the Primary building. A modern and 
sanitary flush toilet was installed in place of the fixture 
most needing replacement. Another flush toilet in the 
boys’ toilet section should be replaced with a more sani- 
tary and up to date fixture. 

If the town contemplates continuing its use of the 


Porter Village school, repairs and renovations should 


be planned for this building. The roofs of the main 
building and woodshed need to be covered very badly. 
The interior and exterior are in urgent need of painting. 
If placing these repairs on a rotating schedule is con- 
sidered desirable, it would seem that the roof should 
receive first consideration. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


‘There has been one change in the faculty of the high 


school this year. Mr. Wallace Whittle of Weymouth, 


Massachusetts has replaced Mrs. Seavey as teacher of 
English and Social Studies. Mr. Whittle is a graduate of 
Boston University. He also has a substantial number of 
credits towards his master’s degree. Mr. Richard Gray 
returned as principal, coach and teacher of science and 
mathematics. Mrs. Locke returned as teacher of lan- 
guages and business subjects. The world history course 
has been revised with the introduction of an up-to-date 
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textbook which presents the subject with a well balanced 
treatment of not only the European countries, but other 
and often neglected areas such as Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. < 
- Mrs. Verna Wentworth and Mrs. Teresa Fox rep- 
resented the Porter Area High School Committee on an 
inspection trip through the Kennebunk Junior-Senior 
High School last fall. The trip to the school was made 
in company with representatives from Baldwin, Cornish, 
Hiram, Parsonsfield and Sebago. The party rode in the 
latest model of a Reo Safety School Bus. The athletic 
field, the Industrial Arts shops, the Home Economics 
and Physical science laboratories and the gymnasium 
seemed to be the most interesting. 


A gift of $250.00 was received from the Avra Fox 
estate. This was used to buy twenty-seven new type 
combination desks and chairs for the main room. 


The walls and ceiling of the main room were repaired 
and painted in a light-reflecting non-glare color. The 
radiators and steam pipes were painted with an aluminym 
finish. Additional fire extinguishers were installed in 
the fire room and on the first floor. 


Some of the repairs and alterations to be considered 
for the coming year are the extension and repair of the 
science table in the science laboratory. Double electric 
outlet plugs and a polarized plug should be installed. 
Additional gas outlets are needed also. 

New valves of the adjustable Dole type should be in- 
stalled on the steam radiators. These valves have ten 
adjustment positions which makes it possible to better 


adjust them to the varying steam pressures throughout 
the building. 


The following budget is requested by your Superin- 
tending School Committee for the coming year:

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE, 1947 


Public Health Nursing activities as carried on in 
Porter this past year have of necéssity been limited. 
Three Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer months at which a physician was in attendance 
to give physical examinations. Attendance at the three 
conferences totaled fourteen infants and thirty-seven 
pre-school children. Nineteen were immunized against 
smallpox, twelve against diphtheria, and fourteen against 
whooping cough. 
Home visits were made to those children found to 
have remediable health problems, to assist. the parents 
in interpreting the medical recommendations. 
Home visits have been made to infants and pre-school 
children, as well as crippled children and those with 
heart involvement. 
The Health Council such as you have in Porter is of 
invaluable assistance to the town and to the public 
health nurse. They study community health needs, co- 
ordinate health activities, and suggest programs to meet 
these needs. 
You~may contact your public health nurse by either 
writing to 178 Middle Street, Portland 3, or contacting 
Mrs. Merrifield, your local Health Council Chairman. 
The nurse will be able to direct you to the community 
and state resources for supervision of your child’s health 
and the correction of defects. 
She may also be used to aid in securing speakers and 
films from various fields of public health. 
More group activity is planned for the coming year. 
It is hoped that hearing tests with the audiometer 
may be introduced again in the schools.
